By. it our giorlous.old 
State bad been freed from the polluting tread of 
faitors. But we were not merely to estimate our 
cucceseeas {rom these loca} victories. We ought to 
Jook st them in all their ulterior besringe. It waa 
grand mistake to suppose that thie rebellion 
Esd not, been a long-premeditsted nct on the 
art of the Sonth. No; the germ of thie rebel 
on wae found in the heresy of State rights,

{hem eo much of present anguish and of Iasting 
sorrow? Shall wo be glad when #9 many are sad? 
Shall we put on, aaa people, the toliens of joy 
wwhile our homes are o many of thom belog draped 
In mourning! ‘Vhere ie something that scems 
almost incongruous in the thought! It looks ike 
Tking Light of the enlamities which God has sent— 
exulting over our fallen foe—trhumphivg tp thelr 
Gefert, nnd waking merry over thelr disasters. 
There'le somethilug in every manly and generous na: 
ture that rebele against this, The truo soldier haw 
too much reepect for his foo to ndd to the paia of 
hie defeat by any unneccenary exhibition of joy nt 
bis humiliation. But the true Christian's scruples 
Nedeeper than this, Ougbt he to rejoloe in a 
centes that are wrought ont thus, amid the esruage 
And death of the bloody fleld of battle? Te it right 
for him to thank (od for victory In mich m wart 
May he honestly rejoice ta the triumph of our arme, 
when won atouch a cost and In auch # cause! 

Thia i the oucetion, my brethren, which welle up. 
iw our heatta neAwe gather here today. And 1 
volves the very lite of our gratitude. It la avery 
coleman service, brethron, thus to gather ne a people 
foto the temple of n pure arid holy God), apd offer up 
to Him the dep homage of our National Thank 
giving for vistorles achieved in #0 dire and terrible 
A confiict; for, look: to thank Go for them ja to 
make Him tho author of them. It Ie to make 
Him our ally againet our encmles, Tt tn to 
arsume that He willa our euccess—that Hie Divine 
tympathies are with our cause. Aod on any other 
supposition our thankegiving ia but « pretence, and 
amockery, Abd we bara no Inisinees here to-day, 
fa the houre of God, unlees we can honeatly’ do 20, 
To thank God for viotory in the cause of injuatica 
and wropg, a's crime againat Deity tteelf, To Yhank 
| Him for eucceeses simply on the score of personal 
advantage to oureclves, without regard to the inhe- 
Tent righte of those whore military power we nre 
reeling to crush, and with no reference to the hear 
Ing of the contettupon the groat principles of the 
Divine government, and the true development snd 
abiding welfare of the human race, would be a pro~ 
Glamation either of besotted Ignorance, or of 6u- 
preme hypocris} 

No, brethren, there fs no nvoldiog this sasue, 
at the yery threshold of this day's work. Our 
hovest participation in thie Thanksgiving eer 
yico io a direct, pereonal, omphatic condemn 
tion of “thin stupendous rabeltion, ite origin, tte 
purpose, and tte nbettore. Victory ‘to ue le ruin to 
thom. To thank God for giving auccess to our arma 
In to rejoice io their defeat, and praike God for thelr 
overthrow. This istbo very least thnt our thanks. 
giving oan mean, sod wo can honestly bear no part 
fn St if euch in not our attitude io relation to the war 
itself and the parties atatrife. Thore 1s no ground 
for neutrality here, whatever there may be elec- 
where. Thenotes that go up to-day from dleloyal 
hearts will be but jarring discorda in the sublime 
harmony of thenation’s gratefull praire. God grant 
they may be few. 

SUD, beloved, we may obrink from this language 
of exultation—thle solemn rong of gratitude—from 
other causes than sny want of sympathy with our 
Government or the cause we are eeeKing, by_ the 
stern arbitrament of the aword, to maintain. To n 
eenvitive conscience, to a generous nature, thore ie 
comething hareh sod'stern, nimost unchristisa and 
cruel In ‘thue assuming 'God’s favor toward our 
causein this terrible and bloody conilict between us 
nod thoee who but yesterday were our friends 
snd fellow-citizens, In thus rejolcing and praieing 
God for that which, just in proportion anit brings 
giadnees to us, must beat spguieh and ruln to them. 
But, brethren, thie 1s ove of the stera neceealtics of 
war, War le'alwaye cruel and barbarous, It hne 
no aifinity with tbe gentle, Joving spirit of the Gos 
pel. Ita morailties are but the compelled defences of 
self-interest. One party must always be in the 
Wrong ; both may be, God may, for His ava wiee 
jurpaeee. permit the wrong to triumph for awhle ; 
put in the end Hin favor will rest only upon tbe 
right, 

T know of nothing, then, which will help us more 
to enter heartily and honestly into the eolemo sen 
vices of this Jay, snd male our anthem of praise an 
acceptable offering unto God, than to contemplate 
for a few moments the real answer to the question I 
have ncked, Jeit right for s Christian people to re- 
Joie aver auch victories ns thoee which have re- 
cently been purchased to our eaveo atso fenrful a 
sacrifice of human fet In it right for us thus pub- 
Ucly to procialm our exultant and grateful joy 
Ought we to thank God for them? And if go, why? 
J believe the anewer, my brethren, will givenotonly 
larger meseure and s purer character to our erati- 
tude, Dut an intenser glow to our patriotiem, and a 
loftiér purpose to our Loy Tt will give ba, If T 
mistake not, a juster conception of the real nature 
of the contest we sre waging, and of the sublime 
temues which nra to be wrought out, in ite progress 
If such are the (raits of the day, It eampot but prove 
acceptable to God—s bleeeing to our people. Why, 
then, is it right thst we should rejolee in these victo- 
ries, ‘and thue publicly pratee God for them! T nn- 
siwer, Ist. Because they but (lustrate nod confirm 
our faith in the aseertion that this terrible war, with 
allite barbarous craelties, ite bloody carnage, and 
ite fiendiah hate, Je desizned leas for our destruction 
thao for our pational regeneration. They enable 
the pation totake up the language of the Pealmiat io 
ourtext: The Lord hath cbsstened me sore ; but 
be hath vot piven me over unto death.” This bas 
been my confidence from the first, We shall be made 
to glority God in the fires. The tinmes may kindle 
yet more and more-upon us, but we, wall not 
be consumed in them. They sre designed to purify, 
not to destroy, He han not given over the nation 
unto death, Individuals may perleh, but nations do 
not die in the flames. They die rather of too much 
prosperity, of ctagnation, of inherent corruption, 
Our real danger lay in that direction. This devour 
ing flame, this sharp sword that baa plerced the very 
heart of the nation, has wrought a change io public 
sentiment, in the very pulsations of the national life 
that carries us back almost to the age of miracles. It 
was a dire desecse, one that pervaded our entire 
rosial aad political life. Tt called for a stern remedy. 
Nothing else could etiect a cure, Patching and com- 
promise would have but atayed back the rising 
watera for brief sescop. Gur success tn the tret 
confilets of the battietield, I firmly believe now, 
would have proved our ruid. We needed the etern 
discipline of detent. But the right cannot alwaye be 
pushed to the wall. Godreigns in the interests of jue- 
ticeand of humanity; sad in theend His ways will bo 
vindiosted. And in theeo recent and olgoal successes 
whicb, af'er ao many, 6nd, to ue, such Unaccountable 
severe, He hoo at ‘length granted to our arma, we 
gathers blersed token of the ultimate triumph of 
our cauee, and of the reinvigoration of our national 
{Ife apd sway. And for this wo give thanks to God 
Though “He hath chastened ue core, He hath not 
given us over unto denth.” But 

‘We ourht to thank God for these victories, be- 
cause we really ove them to His favorable Interpo- 
Aiton in our bebalf. “Tho race is not to the ewitt, 
nor the battle to the etrong.”” It jana easy for God 
to conquer by Gloeon's little band of 200 men, ao by 
the mighty hosts of Titua aod Vee But 1 
menn far more thin that—I mesn just what the 
Penlolst meant, in the second verse of our text— 

The Lord takettimy part with them that help 
me; and from out of that fact is the hope—the azaw- 
range of our trivmph.

ADDRESS OF REV. J, H. ALDAY, PASTOR 

OF THE KENSINGTON M. E. OHURCH. 

This eloquent and patriotic speaker commenced 
by anying that his audience. by thelr presence, de- 
clared that they were aware of the nature and cha- 
racter of the oecaslon; that they were assembled 
this day in accordance with the proclamation of the 
President, to offer up essrifice of supplication and 
thankegiving for the signal deliverance of our 
country from the rebel hordes of traitors who 
have lstely polluted our soll; that ho would 
read the proclamation of the President, in full,

10id thio In order to have the 
privilege, for such I eatcem it, of knecliog down 
with you in prayer, and returplog thanks to Al- 
mighty God for he interference to our bebalf. 

‘he Fourth of July ie an over-memoranle day, but 
in time to come {t will be uehered jn with increased 
lustre, becauee, on that dny, wae developed the fact 
ToAEGod not only” neateted ti Io obtaining our inde- 
pendence 1n 1778, but elghty-ecven years after, on 
uly sth, 1583, alntained the same, and thie inde- 
pendence will remain uninterrupted and upbarmed 
by any foe nt bome or abrosds that what God bas 
piven to our forefathers nodfshildren, He will still 
maintain while we keep In the way of truth aad tho 
patho of righteoueneas, 

Ido not think tbat any people for tho pat two 
yeara could have been engaged ia a more diabolical 
war than tbis war of the South. History {a- 
forms vs of two wars in which there was a greater 
lone of tile, but we have not yet passed through this 
one. Never wae there a battle of such magoitude 
Yo Which euch great Interests were at stake. - Never 
in this world’s hlatory was there euch a war, when, 
we take Into consideration that the twa contending 
forces are of kith and kio bora tothe manor. We 
come to the concfusion that it Is tho greatest war 
Which the world has ever witnessed, Godbas during 
The past month intereated bimecli in our beball. 
Some think that it is wrong for Uhrietinas to engage 
ia war, or encourave iti any manner. Ifkt were a war 
for conquest, I would thiple e0 Too, but as it 19,1 
think that we do uot readiate the eélden Foley“ 

Yo unto otbere ap ye would they abould do unto you,” 
Lor do we throw at defiance the example of our EX 
nmapler when engaged in thie terrible war. Wo are 
not out of our line of duty, We can Jo our duty 
when we present a dashing front against the cltsdel 
Of treacoa, We lift up our volece for Jaw and onder, 
and union and the supremacy of the Govern’ 
ment. And we think that all would entertain 
the same sentiments if they were only willing to 
face the music, to examine the eubject yhoroughly 
and put politics on the shelf, and look at the 
matter in the'light of truth. There ia one clement 
of clacord in thls country—one source whence flow 
The dari, turbid streama of treasonable sgitatioa 
This must be stopped. When it 1s removed, then 
there will be national peace nnd prosperity.

We meet to-day (he end) with peoulinr and proper 
alncrity, to give that united expression of thanktul- 
ness which in 20 deeply felt by all. thoughtful men, 
which Ia at thie moment, more than Any other, the 
natural and general feeling of the nation. ‘This 
thankegiving Ia no mere formality. We have rea- 
sons for the happlest gratitude. And, firat, wo have 
to thank God for that large iiberty which wo still 
own, to which, In the course of Nature, we are born, 
nnd which tp oura by inheritance 

Only Jately, slnce the rebellion broke out, did we 
Yecome truly’ aware of tho great eoctal anil moral 
advantage enjoyed by the free North. Hitherto, It 
was, on all accarione, our habit to glorify our free 
Government, but we had yet to know thnt profound 
and djecrimfosting sense of Its true moral mission 
and widespread and permanent beneficence, ‘To the 
precious privileges of free toatitutions wo. had not 

en altoxether blind ; but of theif choicest moral 
tures, of the part which they tools tn creatiog the 
natin, only the present unexampled experience haa 
made tin aware. ‘The moral iofinence of Institutions 
isnot, erdinartiy, a positive and outward mnnifeste- 
ton. ‘Rarely do we know af what apirit we arc 
formed. Great ocedsione and critical houra deve- 
loped vehat thease {ostitutions bad made us. A hid- 
deo, oppressive, engrossing evil had taken rule of 
our'iiberal charter, and converted it Into @ menbo of 
tyranpy. However exalted Jn theory, out Conatitu 
tlon had meroly eorved the purposes of oppression. 
We had the forms of Mberty without tho life. For 
fifty years administered ton political erlme, at war 
with every prinoiple of personal freedom, our free 
Institutions etill remnin as they were given to us by 
our fathers, What higher evidence of their Ineati- 
madlo value, thelr Isating strength, thelr eternal 
truth! ‘The wonder 1s, not 20 much 'the South has 
Joat its love for {ree institutions, but that, under an 
evileo demoralizing, insidious, snd controlling ss 
that of Southern slavery, the North did not lore its 
freedom. The fact proves the value of our political 
system ; ourn, it ecems, by little merit of our own, 
but by Its own ereentini good and the providence of 
God, On the shadow and shame of wrong, the war 
broke like a revelation upon the growing millions 
of the North. Unconsciously the people became 
one. Silently, ineevalbly, the opirit of injustice, 
‘opposed to the social freedom of the North, ha 
been oreating a grand national Union. With one 
sentiment the people rose to the attitude of defence. 
A puissant nation was diecovered. We thank God 
thatthe hearts of the people have grown together 
in tble day of trial and reform. The reapest of mu- 
tusl rights bas become the natural Iife and nature, 
and, £0 far as the civil order in concerned, there hae 
been oreated an unprecedented degree of poclal bar 
mony. We are making a sound public conscience, 
permanent rente of justice in the hearta of the 
people The love of fecedom fa the genius of the 
place as of the people. This geofua It was which 
refueed to Jooger protect the monstrous. right- of 
property In man, and which, taken off guard, against 
odds fierce and fearful, has'neecrted 60 grand. a tri- 
umph. The victory of the North le not the victory 
of individanlly great mea. ‘The war baa produced 
uo one overmantering genius, The cause, the Go 
vernment, the war are the people’. No 
Rreat men, but a grest people, great through 
the general renee of equal rights, of nuifering, 
fortitude and patience, will have enved the republic 
We have at the head of the nation, aman of iamo- 
vable singlenees of purpore:; in the State and on the 
field, wen, faithful, brave, ascrificing, heroic, but no 
extraordipary genius. To the long suffering and tn- 
Aomitable. courage of the people fe the victory due. 
‘The wearylog delays. disaster and hardships of na 
unprecedented struggle, the people have sccepted 
With sublime patlenee, aublime faith In their free 
caure and free government, and steadily pursued 
their purpose unio victory. Withont hate, with oaly 
A supreme love of theircountry. wo have beheld men, 
day after day, marching cheerfully and bravely into 
the battle, persisting in their holy cause in the face 
ofhate and of defest. Such a feeling of noble devo- 
tion bas made our army an evangelist, our women. 
one aisterbood of mercy, ani which docs pot know 
the aufering rebel from the Union roldier, and snved 
ue from the vindictiveness of civil warfare. The 
fsine spirit has opened to the African race 4 road to 
regeneration ; 9 place to tight or die for the common 
Iiberties. No chapel or ahrino was ever decked with 
such votive offerings as the deeds, the sacritices and 
the ngayers of our countless heroes, offered to the 
shine of our national. freedom, now. hallowed spd 
‘Dauoted by the noble epirite which have periehed in 
ite defence. 

Thus, free inetitutions, mistrusted by those who 
did not ece ae we have seen, and regarded as an ex- 
periment, have stood the greatest of all tests. Ac 
God works in the apriogtine, as he works at all 
times, He bas silently inspired our people with a 
atrength that should defend them in the hour of 
trial. The devil works ageinet the erain of the unl: 
verse, but he esopot diegulee himeelf, and makes an 
uproar. We forget that our God 1s’ working more 
busily. He makes vo dust, no nolee, and we do not 
ditcern. But the result a sure, and Je now more 
thao foreshadowed. We havebad « trial proportion- 
nto to the grestnees of our cause and people. What 
measrohy of the world could have endured thie 
trial What severer teat than the draft, the most 
compulsory act of Government, could te applted 
to a eelfgoverning people] ‘What more than 
the mcquicgcence Ip thie severe necessity could 
show the capacity of the nation for free goyern- 
ment and intelligent eelfraolei We are told, 
it a true, that tho unity of the North is not absolute. 
It would be suspicious if it were. It would boa 
wonder If the virus of slavery with which the peo- 
ple of the South are drugeed had left no taint In tho 
North. There are men who can ot{l! find no use Sor 
thewar exoept that it may insure the power of sla- 
very at tho sacrifice of freedom—men with minde 60 
Inverted that they bave lost the judgment between 
Hebt and wrong, and to whom (ay, Jackeon, and 
Webster would appesl in vain, But the main cur. 
rent jarunning ip the right direction, and freedom Is 
growing more naturalized sod ingrained in tho 
Northern character. ur cause owes nono of ite 
strength to foreign ald. We had once looked for 
moral aympathy from Eogland. Connections of edu- 
estion, Isneuage, Kiodred, hnd bound we together, a6 
no tw0 Independent nations wera over bound before. 
We bad expeoted something from her avowed friend- 
ship for liberal government. Her great satielavery 
profrésiona, ber sympathy, her incessant thunders 
faorosa the Aflantio to ecorm of alliance with deal- 
cxoin boman flesh, would bave been more to we Than 
wbole fleetoof berpiratiosliron-clade, But England 
doen pot find {t inconsietent with her hovor to send 
the pirate from her porto, where the yeosele of Ame 
rica were sent Isden witb charity for her etarving 
poor, We can dear all thia witb perfect composure. 
We have, againot ua what we have alwaye against 
us—the moonrshies and arlatosractes, whiah are by 
ature hontlle to freo inatitutiona; but we have still 
with ua our own true taure, the aplrit of fearlera 
Greedam: fn the people, nod the prayero of sll lovers 
of mankind and of freedom throughout the world. 
It Ja pow the principle of peace, ae well nv that of 
Neerty, whleb fa at war with tho spirit of war ond 
of déepotiem throughout the world. It io the caren. 
Hal character of vice that it createn the love of 
power; the monopoly of right, the ambition to be 
despatio, the dioporition to quatre”. 

Whiie'slavery ruled, our Government wan ageren- 
8iv6; but the anture of our truo republic 1s just aod 
heacefal. We could not live with those who did not 
respect the rights of all men nod therefora did not 
Teepeot ovr own. The Powers of Europe that have

The 
anive that before tho first gun wae fired on Sumpter, 
the rebela were shown a way by which they could re- 
turn to the Union. Tt la God's Divine economy to 
show all men a better way. It is an awful thing 
when we consider that rome mea nre Secesslonlets 
agalnst the country and to the will of God. Ho 
Was for union in the United States and union In 
Heaven. No sccesrion in tho United States, nnd n0 
secession in Heaven. 

There {a a second word in. the text, thou wilt” 
show mothe pathofilfe, Every unconverted sioner 
in the preeence of Jeava may any that “God wilt 
show you the path.” Everything has a beginning, 
and this path has also. A path ies way that leads 
from 4 main road, It was with regret that hé no- 
ticed that ren wore joining the Christinn Ohureh 
morely that they might be more fully trusted in the 
business world. ‘This object alone induced many 
to join the Protestant Oburch of Eneland, Tre- 
Innd, Scotland, and even in this country.’ Our 


cburehes were’ being londed down with halt 
converted membors, We should not take con- 
vietlon for conversion. Sco to It that you Ko 


through the narrow xate of regeneration, for Tere 
nayeyou must he born again. Take care, on th 
highveny to Heaven, that you don’t tura off in a by 
path, Why In Phiiadeiphin awnrming with rece 
sloninte against Godt Beeanse they took the 
wroug path. He hoped that they would all be ente- 
ful to take the right chariot, and ride triumphant 
into the olty of God. 

‘The path of life {9 onc of Divine protection, of ne= 
tivity. God so ordained It, that In the pathiof Ii 
there ia joy. Our paths avo all different nnd very 
peculiar, and no matter where we are, thero 10 jo 
and God osres for us. It matters not where we are, 
whero we die, whether on water or land—itie juat 
‘ne easy to 20 to Heaven 

The speaker next went on to dezoribe the innume- 
rabJo joyo mod pleasures that will be met with In 
heaven, nnd described In an affecting and touching 
mauner the mecting with Jesus and bia Apostles. 
He hoped to mect and ace all these in heaven, but 
befor he would acceptor his golden crown he would 
firat desire to aco Teas, that he might look upon 
Him; this was hie conatant prayer. He hoped tomect 
al! hia friends there, and bleseed be God that we may. 
allknowench other. During the Inst twenty-five 
years, thousands In the old and new world had been 
converted under bie care, and many of them had 
gone to Jordan, and how happy andgrateful he would 
be fo meet their emiling {acea. 

He bad no\doubt that all present denounced Se- 
ceetloniam ; that they were all thankful on this 
day for the victories of our brave troops in the teld ; 
but he wanted them to denounce Secession with 
God, sod at the same time return thanks to him for 
his goodness and kindness. In concluding bersid 
he yeas about to Irave thom for soother clisae; ho 
could not tarry with thems and he hoped thattt ho 
never looked upon theirhappy faces again, bs would 
mect them all in Heaven.

ADDRESS OF REV, JOHN F. OHAPLAIN. 

The Rev. Joba F, Ohapiain delivered # very beau 
tiful address at the Wharton-street Methodiet 
Church, on the subject of the Omnipotence of God. 
After prayer, the congregation, moat of which was 
composed of Indica, sang a Psalm, commencing with 
the words: 


“Lord, while for every man we pray." 
‘The reverend geatioman then read, in An im 
preesive style, the Proclamation of his Exctllency 
Abraham Lincoln, the President of the United 
States, eettiog apart the 6th day of August as a 
timo for thankegiving, prayer, and pralse to the Al- 
mighty, for the eignal victories reeontly achieved by 
the army fighting for goveromental Inw and order. 

The text chonen was tho bth veree of the 19th chap. 
ter of the Book of Revelations, to wit: 

“And I heard anit were the yolce of » great mult 
titude, and as the voice of many watera, and ns the 
voice of mighty thupderinge, saying, Hallelujah, the 
Lord God omnipotent reigneth.”” 

The reverend speaker, in commenciog his dit- 
courae, slluded to the fact that io response to the 
tall of the President of the United States, we had 
Aerembled on the pfesent occasion to mingle our 
voles in prayer np praise, and give thapka to 
God for the heart-thrilling victories which He haa 
given to the arme of the Union army, This thanke- 
giving te oot merely for elf, nor for mem, nor for 
Shance or fate, bat it is to the living God of uni 
veras} nature.’ It is not simply to thank the inven- 
tone of mon, who are elmply the instrumente tn tho 
hands of a higher power; we leave thnt subject to 
reek npother place than here. The long roll of the 
gallant men who have nobly stood up for the Go- 
vernment, or who have fallen asso many sacrifices 
upon the altarof thelr country; all these men—e1vil, 
military, nnd nayal—with their deeds of herolsm, 
must be named in bistory. 

In regard to this War, 20 matter what come men 
may eay, it Is waged for the Government, and Go- 
Yernment le nothing more por less than the eaforce= 
ment of the Inv, ‘The lav was not made for the 
Tighteous, but for the ungodly ; to restrain thera ta 
their folly nod wickedness. It'Jo to restrain Mars. 
perjurers, robbers, murderers, incendinrics, and ali 
crime. The Jaw must be enforced, at all hazarde, or 
the Government must crumble.” There aro some 
men who diallke the minister of the Gospel to allude 
to national sing; they say this 1s politics, and minie. 
ters should not medale with {t; but he, for one, was 
entirely willing to meot with buch opposition, aad 
to thunder the truth in thelr cars ns loo as he had 
the power of speech. The holineas of God cannot be 
contaminated by evil men ; if this were not the case, 
then indeed It would bave been contaminated look 
ago, for thesvhole human family le a family of sine 
here; we all fall short of bis glory. 

The epcaker now alluded at considerable leogth to 
that clase of men who Jo not believe in the compe- 
tency of God to rulo all, the Godly abd ungodly, sod 
that in euch a cruel war as the rebellion la He hae 0 
hand whatever. These men would dot off the earth 
aa the stars in heaven, aud would compel the Al- 
mighty to cltow hie way through thom, and to be 
careful not to lofringe on their own chosen territory. 
Thia le the patch-work map drawn by such men, 
This view is entertained by many men and that 
tome professing Christinns seom to entertain the 
tame acntiments Is truly amazing ; they ect seide 
Ail iden of Providential interference, It males no 
diference, however; whatever some mon contend 
for, God claims univeresl coverelgnty ; it exteoda as 
far’ ae bis Godhesd goen; there In no mit to his 
omnipresence, “He relens over all, the good and the 
bad; ho reigns over devils, nnd they fear aud tremble 
st hie preeooco; he relgoe over angela, and they re- 
Joicc—for nll Heaven is = kingdom where loyalty 
‘and peace are supreme. He rules over thore who 
Tule aatiovg; therefore he Is called the King of 
Kings and the Lord of Lords. This nation has but 
one kine; it is not kiow cotton, King corn, king 
Whest, or'king iron, but Hr: is the King of Kings, 

The reyerend speaker bow introduced the thrilling 
scenes ofthe past two years. The events that havo 
transpired have attracted tho attention and amazed 
the world. In tho eariler months’ of the rebellion 
the nation stood distracted; on all hands, on every 
aide, the institutionn of our country seemed ready to 
go from our grasp from inanition. - The people were 
paralyzed, avd olten did we hear it exclaimed, Have 
we a goveromentt—nn ejaculation re echoed back in 
the columps of the foreiza press, Then our navy 
was ecattered over the wateraof theearth; the Ohlet 
of the nation was compelled to diezuine bloeell to 
reach the capital; he took the oath of ofice aur- 
rounded by armed soldicra, and goldlere@a houre 
tope, The fratricidal war then eon commence; the 

id dng on Sumpter war sesatled; the President 
alled for eeventy:five thousnad troapa; the blood of 
freemen of Marenchusette was ahed in Baltimore by 
the red hod of murderers nod teattora, Then so be 
hold thesanlime rising of the pxtrlotiom ofthe people.

Run pauic, the Balls Bluf outrage, the eccne of

This athelom fs embodied in the 
common maxi, “Tho people are the vitimate 
fountain of power and authority,” whick denies to 
God tho power and authority which He claiae, and 
are justly His due. He ehowed that Gos {a the'oaly 
rource of rightful authority among mes, acd that 
olvil governmentis His ordinance, and ourntta be or 
ganized and administered {0 subordination to the Di- 
Vine authority, and Io aceordance with His revealed 
will, He showed, too, that the uation Bed sinned, 
not only in disownlag the Lord, but olso His 
anointed." It was quite mnoifert maay 
symptome, especially the second paslm, that the 
Lord Jerus Christ ia the rightful Soversign of 
nation’, “the Prince of the Kinga of the earth. 
and thetefore that all nations, io their national ea. 
pacity, ought to acknowledge’ the autharity of the 
‘Lord and Fite anointed ” their 
Inven and executing them in subordinatios to the 


ma found 


ssme, Anil in thle matter our nation sa4_ very 
guilty. In our Conatitution and statutes the “Lord 
sod His anointed" are wholly ignored ; a0 allusion 
to thom even ina single instance. 

The next nationnl sin wentloned 1 that of disre- 
garding the Inw of God, xs to the char the 


men selected for civil rilere. Tho Inw of Ged La ex- 
plicit in defining tho character of auch na are to be 
sppotated for nuters._ Tt says they should be! Able 
men, much as fear God; men of trath, tating co: 
vetousnese.” And agalo, It saya, “He that culeth 
over men must be just: raling In ‘the fear of God.” 
Thia io the Inw as laid down in the Ol Testament, 
snd in the New itfs not different. “He isthe mi: 
alster of God to thee for good,” and, hence, ought 
to bos good man; just, and rullog ‘in th=' fear of 
God.” Tut this Inw of the Lond the people of the 
Innd have utterly iignored, and noted as thougt there 
word no such Inw In existence at all, And now the 
inhabitants of the land are reaping the bitter frulte 
of their own dieobedienco to Gnd, in the terrible 
rolations of the warin which wo'nre lovolved; for 
all are aware that Godiesa and unprincipted politl- 
clane and atateamen were chiefly instromestal in 
planning and commencing It. And thus 
taught that it is an eviland bitter thing, in S 
faira, to disregard the law of Almuighty Goa 

The third national sin to which the speaker re- 
ferred fa rlavery, Not thnt he beloved the Aboll- 
tlon doctrine that alavery is alwaya sinful, under all 
circumstances ; for ho wan fully persuades that io 
certsin circumstances s man infeht have ood hold 
slaves and be perfectly ionocent in having them ; but 
he considered the system of slavery, as it existed In 
thie Jand, a6 a great and crying sin, just on account 
of the iniquity connected with the system aa it {a 
‘The moral pollution and sbominations convected 
With {t aro perfectly frightful—entirely unit to be 
enumerated in any public assembly.

Row PRESIDENT AND GOVERNOR 
SEYMOUR. 

When Goyernor Seyxour wrote his long 
letter to the President of the United State: 
asking a suspension of the draft in the State 
of New York, he surely had no expectation 

such a request would he granted. Pro- 
bably he wished to give to the party whose 
teachings produced the riot additional 
deuce of his fidelity to its principles. Proba- 
bly he desired to make more pluin the fact 
that the Governinent is denied his sympathy 
and aid in this struggle ; but this was unne- 
cessary. He need not have written to the 
President to assure him of this sad truth, 
which the country has known for months. 
Yet he has taken superfluous pains, in neany 
three columns of close type, to make the 
people acquainted with What a wiser man 
would willingly have written twenty 
columns to conceal. In future yi 
though no man will trouble himself to 
hunt through dusty newspsper files 
for a letter which cannot even now be 
thought interesting, history cannot help re- 
cording the brief fact, that a Governor of a 
great State used all bis influence against the 
Goyédrnment at atime when it most needed 
the aidgot every citizen. Opposition to the 
Government may, for a time, be popular 
with rioters and politicians; but the time 
will come when all Americans will denounce, 
as loyal men now denounce, every one who 
is weak or wicked enough to embarrass the 
Government in its great efforts to end the 
rebellion. If Governor SEYMouR lives to 
see that day, he will regret the course he 
is now pursuing, and wonder how he could 
have been sovstrangely misled. That he is 
fully aware of the consequences of his uc- 
tion we cannot think; but we know that 
the men who haye most reason to rejoice in 
it sre the rioters of New York city and the 
rebel leaders of Richmond. 

These are the wen who will thank him for 
this letter. Had the President suspended 
the draft, as he requests, the rebellion 
would have directly profited. Could Jerrrn- 
son Davis receive any news from the North 
more gratifying than an assyrance that the 
draft had proved a failure, and that instead 
of having to fight a new army of three han- 
dred thousand men, he would still contend 
with the decimated regiments of armies un- 
reinforced? This is the intelligence Gov. 
SEYMOUR would send to Richmond. What- 
eyer he may really intend, the evil nature 
and disloyal effect of his course must throw 
suspicion on his motives. These, however, 
are unimportant; the people, the Govern- 
ment, and the enemy, are interested only in 
the effect of his action. It is merely a mat- 
ter of personal interest, whether he under- 
stands his own policy, or whether he is ig- 
norant of the dark principles it embodies; 
the policy itself is the question, and if it bo 
proved unpatriotic and injurious, we need 
not trouble ourselves about the motives of 
its instrument or autbor, 

Governor SEyMoun’s argument is unfor- 
tunately not so clearly expressed tbat it can 
be casily understood ; but, disentangled from 
the confusion of superfluous words, it seems 
to be this: That, as the draft is uopopular, 
especially with the rioters of New York, as 
the question of its constitutionslity has not 
been determined in the courts, as volun- 
teering will probably fill the armes without 
its aid, ond as the quota of New York is 
said to be incorrectly distributed among the 
districts, therefore the draft should be sus- 
pended for an indefinite period, until the re- 
sult of volunteering is known, or until its 
constitutionality is determined, or until the 
quota js redistributed. None of these rea- 
sons have any value. The President, in his 
reply to the Governor's letter, shrewdly 
says that while be is willing to abide a 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court on the question of constitutionality, 
he is not willing 10 lose the time necessary 
to obtain it. As for tbe volunteering sys. 
tem, the Governor should have been candid 
enough to'admit its failure, the causes of 
which jare.apparent to every thinker. We 
might wait thirty or sixty days for the quota 
of New York to be supplied by volun 
tecring, and then would bave to depend 
upon the draft to supply a great deficienc: 
Governor SzyMouR may be willing to leaye 
the subject of reintorcement to this uncer- 
tainty, but the Government and the people 
better understand their duty. Of the alle 
gation that the quota is incorrectly dist 
buted the President promptly disposes, and 
ina manner which cannot fail to satisfy all 
reasonable men, He will direct the dratt 
to be made in all the districts, but will ha 
4 new enrolment made in the districts said 
to be unjustly treated, and, to satisfy the 
‘suspicions!’ of whict the Governor epenks, 
his agents are to see every step of the process. 
But the dratt is not to be suspended on this 
account. Nor, indeed, dismissing as absurd 
all suspicions of a desire to oblige the rebel 
Government in the mutter, can we imagine 
why Governor SE¥aoUR is 60 very anxious 
to bave it suspended, unless, having pledged 
bimsell to the rioters and murderers of New 
York thst it should be, he is noxious to 
keep his word. Whetber such a pledge is 
morally binding must be # question of con 
aclence; and if the Govervor reully thivke 
himself bound in hooor to those men, we 
have a clac to bis singular bebavior. 

The letter of tho President, in auswer to 
Governor Seymour's, is as brief and clear 
us tbe other is lengthy and confused. Tt 
illustrates the teodeney of Mr, Lincoun’s 
mind to go directly to tho vital mutter of 
the question; 10 begin at tho begianiog, 


and end with the ending of the argument

vornor st once, und, through him, all rioters, 
politicians, snd opponents of the Govern- 
ment, that he cannot consent to suspend the 
drult, because, smong other rensong, time is 
too important. THe alludes to tho rebel con-

our common country.” ‘This letter, in short, 
is a gratifying assurance to the army, and to 
all loyal eijzens, that the laws of the United 
States are Not to be suspended at the bid- 
ding of a mob, and thatthe draft will, there. 
foro, be enforced. 

Since tlie nbove wus written we haye read 
the reply of Governor Seymour to the Pre 
sident, and, if his first letter was discredi- 
table to his judgment, the Inst is certainly 
disgraceful. Inspired by a fulse opinion of 
his own importance, and of the power of 
the New York riots, he netually threatens 
the President, and positively ‘nddresses 
him in tones of rebuke.‘ You cannot and 
will not refuse to right this gross wrong." 
Partisans may consider these words firm, 
but we regard them as impertinent, and 
almost as precluding rep! Tt was in 


this way that Narorzon was used to ad- 
dress his offending marshals, but Governor 
Snywoun forgets that the privileges of 
greatness and mediocrity ure not equal, and 


that the President of the United Stat 
far his superior that it is questionable whe- 
ther he should addr him at all. Nor 
when this daring letter-writer regrets that 
the refusal to suspend the draft will in- 
tonfore with ho reinforcement of the army, 
can we regard his hypocrisy as anything 
less than a cunning prediction of new riots, 
an artful invitation to old rioters?

We nre sorry to sy 
that this disrespectful and insulting letter 
proves Governor Seymour to be at once a 
bolder ond a weaker mon than we had per 
mitted ourselves to believe. Yet we are 
glad'that it is written, for the exposure of 
evil is for the benefit of the good, and it has 
never been from the open hostility of such 
men as he to the Government that the 
country has expected danger.

Our friends in Ohio are making 2 mag- 
nificent campaign, With the gallant 
Jonn Brovow at their head, they haye car- 
ried consternation into the ranks of the 
sympathizers with treason, and it is said 
that VaLLANproman is being urged to with- 
draw.

Wasuixetor, August 6, 1863. 

There are many who believe that the war 
for the American Union will ultimately ex- 
tend to the whole civilized world, and that 
Providence, for His own wise purposes, 
has decreed that with the death of slavery | 
here, freedom shall be given to all the 
And certninly it would 
seem ns if at leust two of the great na- 
tions were not indisposed to contribute 
their share to the fulfilmen of this be- 
lief. Lallude, of course, to England and 
France. What a curions study their rels- | 
tions to each other since the election ot 
Louis Napoleon, and what a still more curi- | 
‘ous study their conduct in regard to the | 
United States, since the beginning of the | 
rebellion! Mr. Kinglake, iu his bitter and 
able book on ‘the Invasion of the Cri- | 
mea," clearly proyes that the French En- 
peror uscd and abused the prejudices and 
the confidences of the Englis iasses 
and ministers, in every stage of that | 
eventful alliance. Whatever the  judg- | 
ment of posterity, may be as to France, 
thore can be little doubt abont its ver- 
dict a8 to England. By accident or de- 
sign, the English have borne most of the 
burdens growing out sf the international 
questions involved in the American -war, 
France hus remained steadily in the back- 
ground (as before: and during the Crimean 
war), making England seem to lend, while 
in fact it was France who dictated and 
England who obeyed. Taking advan, 
tage of England's demand and hun- 
ger for cotton, and the stoppage of her 
manufactories in consequence of the failure 
of the cotton supply, England was put for- 
ward by France as the open champion of 
the South, When a proposition to intervene 
in American affairs was to be made, or to 
recognize the slave Confederacy, France, as 
in the case of the war with Russia, waited 
for England to echo her wishes, content 
to follow what England might elect 
to do! The ships built for the rebels 
are not built in France, but in England, 
‘The degradation of statesmen at the foot- 
stool of slavery takes place, not in the 
French, but in the English Parliament. It 
is not the French, but the English press, 
that insults Ch nity and civilization, by 
hiding tho sins and applauding the bravery 
of the slave conspirators in America 
And why this retiracy and reticence 
on the part of the Emperor? - There 
are two reasons. May these not con- 
sist in his design to humilinte the most 
boastful of all the Christian natlons by 
making it the apologist of slavery, and in 
his anziely to divide and demoralize the British 
people,so that at last he may pay them b 
tho compliment they paid to his uncle after 
tho batlle of Waterloo? Meanwhile, it will 
be seen that France, aided by this English 
alliance, gathers all the substantial though 
dangerous fruits of diplomacy and foreign 
war. The monstrous outrage upon Mexico 
by France cannot be objected to or repudiated 
by England. She must be silent under that 
colossal wreng, because she as consented 
to it. ‘The suppression of free speech ang o 
free press in France, and the banishment 
of the purest French patriots, are received 
with satisfaction by English statesmen, If 
we may credit the great Edinburgh Qu 
one of the causes of this utter subm: 
French rule is the utter defencelessne 
the British dominion. Heretofore, inti- 
mates the same nuthority, the British 
Channel has been the defence of the 
British Empire. But now Frapee com- 
manda the British Channel. Itis possible 
that Mr. Kinglake’s next volume may be 
forced to show his country’s inferiority and 
surrender to French power in a yet stronger 
Hight. Where such a reviow will leave m: 
religious, Protestant, anti-slavery Eng 
an abler commentator than Mr. King 
lake may not tell. France, which 
made no such claims to purity and piety; 
which has been u Government of 
pedients more than idens, and which 
bas not sought to educate mankind in Law, 
Literature, and the Church—France will 
have a different destiny to meet’ The great 
trouble of the Fmperor of the French is not, 
asin England, the deep and damning sen- 
tence of scorn of other nations, buf tha irre. 
sistible spirit of revolution in his oun domi 
nions—a spirit that may be propitiated by 
his temporary conquest of Mexico, but will 
undoubtedly be aroused when he seeks to 
break liberty down in the great American 
Republic. It is, indeed, hard to say which 
of the two Powers thkes the greater risk in 
adding interference in the American troubles 
to its own great Continental and European 
engagements and complications. But there 
can be no doubt that the most respectable 
of the twain has behaved the most disrepu- 
tably, The very last chapter, exposed 
in the manly letter of Mr. Secretary of 
the Navy Welles, denying the libellous 
charge that the Federal Government were 
anxious to procure or purchase yessels of 
British manufacture for war purposes, in re- 
ply to a charge by a notorious rebel agent, 
Laird, a member of the British Commons, 
shows how “low down” agreat Power like 
Pngland is ready to go to gratify the double 
feclings of hatred and cnpidity. Even Lord 
Palmerston was not proof against his an- 
client animosity, but re-echoed the paltry 
falschood and still more paltry subterfuge of 
the knave who first attempted to place the 
American Union on a par with the rebellion, 
and then to fubricate an injurious and shame- 
Jess misetatement. My own opivionis, mage 
up from a frank view of the recent past, 
the instructive present, and the thiek-com- 
ing future, that France and England sve 
not ready to commit theix dynasties to tho 
doubtfal process of n war with tho United 
States. They have more than one fire in 
their rear now. England canuot at once 
unlearn er fink into oblivion all hor 
own record of devotion to personal rights 
and individual freedom, and an elected 
Emperor, like Louis Napoleon, cannot 
strike down liberty in Mexico and ca- 
nonize slavery in the United States, and ex- 
pect to bold his throve, But, whatever the 
two great Powers may do, God will adjust 
tbe grand sequel, and I believe it will be 
adjusted in our fivor, We cannot reasona- 
bly expect this, however, if we are not wni- 
ted athome! We should be the most de- 
based and degraded of God’a cbildren if 
woare not, Franco, in her greatest Reyoln- 
tion against Despotigm at the closo of the 
lust century, though surrowoded by hostile 
and powerful monarchies, defied them and 
| for a long time defeated them by the impe-

tuosity of her unity and the grandeur of her 
Sacrifices. Shall we, isolated and independ- 
ent, in the new world, fail to profit by and 
improye the Great Lesson ?

Wasmxatox, August 9, 1863. 

There are two or three remedies for the 
restoration of the Union, upon which all 
loyalists, North and South, heartily unite. 
These are the inexorable exclusion of the 
authors and architects of the rebellion 
from the vindicated Union, and the sub- 
mission of all the questions concerning 
the future relations of the seceded States 
to all the people of such States, At 
the base of these remedies is the great fun- 
damental principle that there must be no 
more rebellion against this Government. 
To secure this end should be the study of 
every patriotic and Christian statesman. If 
peace should be made on any other theory, 
the great battle for Liberty on this conti- 
nent will have been fought in vain, The 
Union men of the South will be left to the 
tender mercie’ of the returned traitors and 
their followers, and the Union itself will 
be liable to, surprise und attack at any 
moment. Somo of the ablest publicists be- 
Heve the loyal people of the seceded States 
should follow the wise and compensating 
example of Western Virginia and Missouri, 
end should signalize their return to the 
Union by sich a precedent declaration for 
the abolition of slavery as would sanctify 
President Lincoln's emancipation policy. 
There ure ulso theories suggested by three 
of our ablest generals—all Democrats— 
which may now be profitably referred to : 

First, That of General Butler, in his great 
speech at the New York Academy of Music, 
on tbe Sth of April, 1863, in which he states 
the case thus 


Understand me; Twas for the Union as it was,

Has tt not beon held from the beginning of the 
World down to thia day, from the time the lerselites 
took possession of tho Land of Canaan, which they 
got from alien enemies, haa it not been held that the 
Whole property of those allen enemies belonged to 
the conqueror, and that It has been at his mercy and 
his, clemeney what should be dong with it! For

Second, and more recently, is the appeal 
of General Rosecrans to the people of Ten- 


nessee against guerillas and revolutionists, 
and in anticipation of the August elections, 


In his directions to his oflicers how to treat 
those disposed to yield, he says : 

“ Decertera, conecript agente, and prisoners of war 
desirous of abandoning the rebellion and becoming 
peaceable citizens, will bo paroled as prisoners of 
War, and permitied to returo to their homes, on 
giving bonvs and security, or satiafactory asaurance, 
for the faithful observance of their parole, and will 
bot be exchanged unless they violate their promises, 

“All oltizeas are Javited to unite In restoring law 
‘and order, and io suppressing maraudors snd gucril- 
las. All privileges and protection compatible with 
the {nteresta of the service will bo accorded to those 
who are willing and give assurance, by their parole, 
onth, and bond, or other eatiufnctory voucher, that 
they'will conddct themselves peacesbly, and do no 
injury to the Government. 

“Thor ellis allegiance to the rebellion, or 
who cannot or will not give entisfactory assurance 
that they will conduct themselves peaceably, are, 
on their owa theory, by the lat of nations, Boutd (0 
Teowe the country “This rule will hereafter be ob 
served in such olatricts s3 come within our control, 
at the discretion of the commanding oflicer of troops 
in the dletrict. 

‘Persona deairing to vote, or to exercise any other 
right of citizenship will be permitted to take the 
oath of allegiance, unless the commanding officerhas 
reston to suppose a fraudulent intent on the part 
of such pereon,”” 

Third. The speech of Major General 
John A. Logan, of Illinois, the intimate 
fend of Douglas, whose splendid valor and 
genius contributed so much to our late vic. 
tory at Vicksburg, and to all the triumphs 
that preceded and heralded it. Ina speech 
a few days since, before the people of Du- 
quoin, TH,, Gen, Logan said 

‘We have the men and means to crush out the re- 
bellion and reatore tae Union, All wo waat le the 
aympatby of the people. When. they are crushed 
out, L hope the Presidont of the United States will 
have tho nerve to say, ‘Soff, come forth: you have 
forfelted sour head by your treason to your couatry, 
and it aliall como off your shoulders,” {Applause}

this country, There will be oo more rebele in the 
United statee—no more foul,covapir ators agatant the 
Government.

Such sre the thoughts that animate the 
men who are risking their lives for the 
country, and who have been leaders in thy 
old Democratic organization. ‘There is lit- 
tle substantial difference between them, be- 
cause in each the great idea is recognized that 
none but loyal men, or those ready to take 
the oath and give bonds of their determination 
to be loyal, shall participate in the ofganiza- 
tion necessary to effect the return of the 
seceded States. That an immense social 
and political revolution bas taken place in 
the South no words are necessary to prove 
‘The rebel chiefs themselves are porbaps the 
best witnesses of this fact. They seo that 
this anti-slavery revolution can never be 
arrested; that the chains and charm of 
slavery baye both been broken. Therefore 
their desperation and despotism. They 
know that the defeat of the rebellion is 
their own individual lasting overthrow. 
And this for reasons outside of the fact 
that they have placed life and fortu 
upon the deadly hazard of tho die; for they 
know they can never live after their defeat, 
in a region which they have given over to 
dezolation and anarchy. They would be 
eaten, like Acteon, by their own dogs. 
Hence, every day drives away the Southern 
people from slayery and from the pro- 
slayery leaders. What if the peoplo of 
Louisiana, Arkansas, or Florida, should 
determine to change their State Constitu- 
tions, and abolish slavery at a certain 
period, after the example of Missouri and 
West Virginia, would not (hat bo legal and 
regular? After all, may not the very best 
way to save what is left of slavery to loyal 
owners, be to limit its existence, and to fix 6 
time for its gradual abolition? Whero, in such 
case, would be the remedy for the flying, 
expatriated, and banished traitors ? All their 
human chattels, freed by the proclamation, 
and baptized in the fire and blood of the war 
for liberty and the American Union, would 
be working the soil for themselves, and help- 
ing to protect that soil from the assaults of 
their former owners. I grant you, thisis 
not a favorable perspective for slavery in any 
sense, and that the contact between the free 
and the unmanumitted blacks, and the result- 
ing contrast and comparison, is to render 
most insecure the whole system of human 
servitude. But these are the natural fruits of 
a rebellion begun by, and pyosecuted for, 
slayery. If the whole institution perishes, 
let us write on its tombstone the emphatic 
epitaph: ‘ Died, by the hands of its friends, 
who were mad enough to believe that be- 
cause slavery had flourished and been tole- 
rated in a land of liberty and law, slavery 
could therefore destroy both liberty and 
Jaw,” Occastonat. 


THE SUBSTITUTE BUSINESS. 

The business of obtaining substitutes to 
take the places of those drawn by the 
conscription has become, vgry extensive, 
although, on account of the wise provision ot 
Congress in reference to the three-hundred 
exemption bill, it has not been as lucrative 
as it might be. We hsve heard many 
stories of fraud and violence and perfidy 
in this matter, all of which may be at- 
tributed to the villainy of a class of men 
who call themselves substitute brokers, and 
by the management of capital are enabled 
to bring together large numbers of men, and 
dispose of them to the highest bidder, It is 
not our purpose now to make any reference 
to the many arts used by the agents of these 
brokers to obtain men for merchandise, but 
to particularize a case developed last week. 
It seems that certain bad men went to the 
camp of Colonel Cunsrxes, and enticed 
number of enlisted men away to be gold as 
substitutes, They had been recruited, en- 
listed, mustered in, and placed in camp, and 
their absence became desertion. They were 
arrested, and will be punished as deserters, 

The promptitude with which Colonel 
Cunainas acted deserves much praise. He 
brought the subject to the attention of the 
Secretary of War, who at once made an 
order governing all such cases. Conscripts 
obtaining substitutes will be compelled to 
assume the responsibility of their being 
valid. When a person is foisted upon the 
Government who has been previously en- 
listed, the Government will hold the con. 
script responsible for service. A substitute 
must be legal and valid and in all reapects s 
proper man before his principsl’s liability 
ceases. Our frionds would do. well to re- 
member this. It will save them time, trou- 
ble, and money. In the meantime, we trast 
that while our authorities are punishing the 
men who desert, they will also punish the 
men who prompted them to the erime. 


COMPLETION OF THE DRAFT. 
On the 4th inst, the draft in all the city Con. 
gressional districts was completed. It caused 
no disturbance, not even the sign of a riot. 
On the contrary, it met with the earnest 
approval of the great majority of our citi- 
zens, and the determinations of chance 
were received with respect, even by those to 
whom personally they were unwelcome, 
To the loyalty of Philadelphia are due these 
gratifying facts. Prepsrations were made 
by the authorities to promptly subdue any 
opposition to the lasy, butno opposition was 
made, Weare satisfied now that Philadelphia 
has done her duty in this matter, and that 
her example will contrast honorably with 
the unfortunate example of New York, and 
have © counter-influence throughout the 
country.

Cur men began to advanee rapidly and ateadily 
along the road to Culpeper, the regular brigade, under 
command of Gen, Merrit, occupying the position on 
the extreme light; ecooad !rijade, Col, Devin, the 
centre; third rrigade onthe left, With that resistiees 
impstuosity whlch bas been ‘he chief cause of their 
success, they charged es-lesn'y on, utterly rezard- 
eso of the falling ah-lls, only «ager for an opportu- 
ity to are thelr aabre, They were not long withou- 
opportunity, the shole distance to Culpeper was 
stubosraly contes'ed by the rebels, who fought evea 
with upsaual despera fon. Medical Director Me 
GA sesuzea me that most of the Wounds were from 
canister apd asbre, showing how close the foes were 
toensh other. 

‘When we hpd-almoat reached Oilpeper, a very 
large body of the enemy charged our skirmishers, 
and thought to capture them all, But they under 
rated the men who confronted them at that timc, 
with scarred and Hacke ed visages. Not scloud 
obscured the dazzling sun, not a cover or a shelter 
ao near, to protect from aunstroke there struggling 
men, Hut they stood firmly, without a qualling eye 
or a faltering heart among them, The fice and mos- 
qultces gathered on their faces, thoy felt them not ; 
on bond was ra’eed to wipe the perspiration from 
the blistering brows—but qulet, fixed, immovably, 
bey ait in their eaddles and awalt the coming shock, 
Tt comes soon, and fierco and terrib'c. Dense clouds 
of amoxe festoon the ficld—the auspenno, it ia fenr- 
fa}-bot soon the reneix nro seen emergiog from 
amid the dente white wreaths, and with diminished 
aumbera they run {rantically away. This \as one 
of the mont gallant cavalry fata of the war, and the 
soolpra with which theao slcirmisbera realsted this 
terzibie onslaught, the courage and streogth with 
which thes repuleed it, stamps every man a hero, 
and abe3s an unfading lustre on the lat Division and 
Sheiz brave, indomitable commander, Gen. Buford.

ALDAKY, Auguat S, 1883, 

To the President of the United State 
Trecelyed your communtestion of the 7th inatant 

this day. 

While I recogeize the concessions you make, I 
regret your refusal to comply with my request to 
have the draft fa this State suspended until it oan 
be ascertained if the enrolments are made in accord: 
ance with the lawa of Congress, or with the prin- 
ciples of justice. 

I know our army needs recruits, and for this and 
other reasons I regret a declafon which stands in 
the way of a prompt and cheerful movement to fill 
up the thinned ranks of our regiments. 

New York never paused 1a her efforts to send 
volunteers to the aselatance of our gallant soldiers 
in the field. She has not only met every call here 
tofore made (while-every other Atlantic and New 
England States, except Rhode Island, has been de 
Mnquent), but has coutinued liberal bountles to vo 
lunteers when all efforts Were auspended {n many 
other quarters. Active exertiona are now being, 
made to organize rew aad fill up the old regiments. 
These exertions will be more successful if the draft 
fo ouspended and much, Jootter men than reluctant 
conscripte wil joln the armics, 

On the 7th, I advied you by letter that I would 
faroJsh the strongest proof of the injustice, if not 
fraud, in the enrolment tn certain districts, I now 
eend the full report made to me by Judge Advocate 
Waterbury.

Roblason, a very 
Wealthy Indy, and 8 sympathizer with rebellion, had 
hidden her fute, ellver-ware, jowelry, and a drove of 
tiventy mules, fo a ecorot refuge among the bille, and 
placed over the property s guard of four Confederate 
soldtere and her eon, all well armed and prepared for 
action. A acoutivg party of the 7th Penueylvaaia 
cavalry, scouring the country in quest of negroenand 
horses, ¢xme uvou the hidden valuables charged 
upon and scattered the chivalric gusrda, sad bore the 
booty Into camp. The disaster comiag to the eare of 
the family, a horse was called [oto requlettion, and 
the moat fluent, and withal the most charming, 
feminine of the family, was deopatched after the

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TWO BATTLES. 


Pennsylvania has recently been the thea- 
tre of war, and upon her soil a great, battle 
has been fought, a glorious victory has been 
gained, Those principles of freedom and 
government upon which our past and fature 
nationality are based were fiercely defended 
and nobly vindicated, We knew the im- 
portance of victory then, and all the North 
understood, as it waited in fearful suspense, 
the terrible penalty of defeat. Thousands 
of brave men died on the field of battle to 
ayert that fearful evil, They perished not 
im vain; for the deeds of that three-days 
battle saved the nation from a fearful blow, 
and the State from desolation and dis- 
grace. Pennsylvania is now the scene 
of another contest, not less important 
than that of Gettysburg; in another way 
her fair feme is to be protected, her loy- 
alty asserted. Once again is committed 
to her keeping the principles of liberty ; she 
ig asked once more to give her aid to the 
Government which embodies them. In this 
crisis, an election is es important as an 
army. Will the one battle be as glorious as 
the other? We know that if the people of 
Pennsylvania are true to their own record 
the October election will repeat the glory of 
the battles of July. Are not the principles 
of the two contests so closely united that, 
practically, they may be considered identi- 
cal? Was, or was not, the victory of Get- 
tysburg a victory for the Government? 
Beyond question, the Army of the Potomac 
there defended the Government and the 
present Administration, and the knowledge 
of this fact aided it to fight so gloriously. If, 
then, the loyal people rejoiced in this vic- 
tory, will they not give all their energies to 
repeat it? The party which nominated 
Jadge Woopwarp the next Governor of 
tho State is opposed to the Government and 
the war, and is, therefore, by the sternest 
logic, opposed to the cause which that vic- 
tory sustained. There cannot be three sides 
to this great question which Rebellion and 
Government are arguing with armies. And 
‘no loyal man, appreciating the issues at 
stake, can doubt for a momentthat the elec- 
tion of Governor CurTIN will be as tho- 
ronghly = victory for liberty and law, as 
traly a defeat for slavery and rebellion, as 
was that great battle which so gloriously 
rolled back invasion. 


THE GLOOM OF THE SOUTH. 

Byery day and hour adds to the evidence 
of the distress of the rebellion and the 
gloom of the revels. The extracts we give 
today from late Southern newspapers of 
Richmond, Charleston, Montgomery, and 
Savannab, prove that this gloom is profound 
and univers}. It exists in the councils of 
the Government, in the speculations of 
journalism, in the ranks of the army, and 
in the hearts of the disloyal people. Jer- 
YERSON DAvis, in his proclamation of a 
day of humiliation, advises his followers to’ 
receive their recent reverses in humble 
thankfulness; but his counsels they do not. 
accept. He himself, in his appeal to the 
soldiers, does not thank Heaven for the loss 
of Vicksburg and the defeat at Gettysburg ; 
bat, on the contrery, exhibits a carnal spirit 
of despair and hatred. Nor is there one of 
the papers from which we quote which does 
not display the bacest ingratitude for the 
blessings which Generals Mzape and 
Grant imposed upon them so generous- 
ly. They confess the terrible calamities 
which have overtaken the rebellion while 
attempting to conceal them; they vain 
k to persuade the people thet the re- 
sources of’ the South were pover greater, 
forgetting that J nm DAvis has Wis- 
tinctly asserted the in his armies, 
andthe wretched condition his cause, 
After the batle of Chancellorville, accord 
ing to a correspondent of the London Teme. 
General Lee lamented that his army was 
too weak to inflict any further harm on our 
forces, though he professed to bave had the 
opportunity, The most thoughtless mind 
cannot fail to see, in the extracts we bave 
given, ample proof that the rebellion ia tot- 
tering, and trembling to its centre; that the 
gloom of the South is the gloom of a des. 
pairing people, and the shadow of a terrible 
defeat 
_- Whoenever should infer that we rejoice in 
the distresses of the Southern people ac- 
cuses us upjosily ; but it certainly will not 
be considered inhuman, save by the disloyal, 
who bestow all their benevolence upon tre 
gop, if We rejoice in the miseries of the re- 
bellion. We shall be gratified to see that 
wreiched monster, b+ gotien of foul ambition 
upon slavery, ina worse plight. We shall 
be delighted 10 see it hungry, naked, and 
sick—a beggar vainly imuloring Europe for 
alms All Joyal men will be happy w look 
upon its expiring sgoniea, and anxious, 
not to smoothe its dying pillow, but to 
add vo its pangs aod sborven its micera- 
ble struggle, All loyal men will con 
sider ita privilege to aid in digging its 
gravo, and giving tbe ubominated corpse into 
the arms of desth, saying 10 that long tan- 
tilized and expectant skeleton, ‘ Accept 
this litte tokeo of our regard, with which 
we have for sume yeara intended to pre- 
sent you. You will excuee us from offering 
you our liberties, our hovor, our Govern. 
ment, as this never. w-be-sufficienUy-detese 


ed monster desired; but we have no doubt 
that this ‘demnition, damp, cold, unplea- 
sant body,’ which suit your maw as well as 
the Republic.” The phantom will doubt- 
less reply that the rebellion was the very 
meal he had his eye-holes on for a month, 
nd that he is fully capable of swallowing it 
whole, What a pleasure it will be to wan- 
der through the cemetery where the de- 
funct “reaction against the mistaken civili- 
zation of the age!’ is interred, and to read 
upon & monument the usual complimentary 
inscription, recording the many virtues of 
the deceased, 

When a storm is coming, heavy clouds 
gather inthe sky, vague winds move lightly, 
an unnatural stillmess, an unusual shadow is 
upon the earth, and gradually are heard in- 
distinct mutterings of thunder which ever 
grow nearer, and are seen faint flashes of 
lightning which momentarily are brighter. 
The clouds which at first hung low in the 
horizon now darkly veil the zenith, and 
from them falls, before the storm is loosened, 
agloomthatis profound, close, stifling. Over 
the South such a storm now impends, and a 
darkness that can be felt precedes it. This 
is a luM in which men mensure with fear 
the majestic approach of those toppling 
clouds of threatening night up-piled along 
the Northern sky, knowing not how soon 
they shall be illumined by consuming fire. 
These sombre clouds haye gradually blotted 
from the 
their shadows lie from the ruined plains of 
Virginia to the fair fields of Alabama. 
The day does not dispel this shadow ; it is 
in the noonday as well as the midnight. It 
isd gloom projected frem those menacing 
clouds within whose sulphurous bosoms lie 
the bolts of victory, masses which turn 
their dark sides to.the South, but te the 
North are bright and glorious with the sun- 
rise:of national triumph. 

Out of this gloom which overhangs the 
South come dolorous voices to us bewailing 
its existence, or denying it; prophesying 
its speedy end, or fearing its further growth ; 
entreating the people not to be frightened, 
or assuring them that they have much 
cause for fear—contradictory voices, but all 
trembling alike with terror, In tenor they 
are agreed, differing chiefly in ability to 
simulate the tones of cheerfulness and hope. 
We listen to this melancholy music, this 
chorus of lamentation, with pleasure, for it 
is the swan-song of the rebellion—the clegy 
which it sings it dies. To us it isa 
cheerful sound, for it tells of exhausted ini- 
quity; to us the gloom is more beautiful 
than light, for it enfolds the enemy*of Free- 
dom. Out of it will be born another day 
for the land which it now shronds, and a 
new radiance for the world. To us it is 
deep joy when those false lights which 
have misled a people prove to be ‘1ander- 
ing stars, to whom is reserved the blackness 
of darkness foreyer.’’ 


THE NATION PROTEOTS ITS UNI- 
FORM. 

When Jerrerson Davis published his 
proclamation outlawing General Burner, 
and ordering the execution of all colored 
men in the uniform of American soldiers, 
who might be taken prisoners, it was re- 
garded as a menace to the General Goyvern- 
ment, and an effort to persuade the foreign 
Powers that the Government of Mr. Lry- 
coLN was making the war a servile insur- 
rection. It was so much in the style of the 
bravado which Mr. Davis has a fondness 
for occasionally adopting, that the world 
laughed at his threat, and permitted it to 
pass unheeded by, General Burien still 
lives, and there is no immediate danger of 
his death. We have notheard of any Fede- 
ra} officer being imprisoned or executed for 
taking command of negroes, nor have we 
heard any authentic account of the mas- 
sacre of colored men themselves for wearing 
Federal uniforms, and fighting under the 
Union flag. The only revenge that has as 
yet been visited upon the Union officers or 
soldiers for their devotion to the country, 
and their association with the negro in the 
prosecution of the war, was seen in the 
case of Colonel Snaw, lately slain at 
Charleston, and we mention this as cha- 
racteristic of Bouthern threats and valor. 
Colonel Szaw. commanded a Massachusetts 
regiment of colored men, and in the attack 
upon Fort Wagner was killed. His com 
rades asked for his body, and were told in 
words conveying all the contempt a South- 
ern man could express, that it had been 
buried with his own negroes, This insult 
to the remains of brave man, and being 
dead beyond resentment or injury, com- 
prises the sum and eubstanco of all that 
Je¥#Ex8on Davis has done in vindication 
of his boastful proclamation 

This is all that he has done, but we have 
bad no security that, in the event of the 
colored men being largely engaged in the 
wer, be would not be tempted to carry out 
the threats 80 haughtily made; and, accord- 
ingly, tho President bas published his new 
orger, and declared the great principle, that 
he Federal uniform mus protect its wearer. 
This isthe time proper for -such a declara 
tion, We are told by General Tnonas that 
the negroes are being organized largely into 
regiments, and that, ifhis anticipations were 
only realized, there would be a hundred 
thousand colored men in the field in time for 
the autumn campaign. It is to throw over 
these‘men the protection of the Federal 
power thatthe recent order of the Presi- 
and henceforth it will be 
read as one of the first principles of the 
nation’s honor, that every man wearing its 
unilorm will be protected in the enjoyment 
ofevery right that one belligerent can claim 
at the bande of another. This is the only 
policy which a nation, professing any re 
spect for itself or ita people, can possibl: 
adopt. We havo done nothing wrong in 
moking the negro a soldier, When a coun- 
try is in war, it must accept the services of 
every man who can bear a musket or con- 
tribute to its military efficiency.

We pee England and France and Russia, aud 
every conutry in the world, protecting

races and tribes of other and inferior peo- 
ples, gladly adopting them and making them 
soldiers in times of war, and there is no such 
distinction between the negroes of the South 
and the men comprising the Sepoy regiments 
of England and the African regiments of 
France to justify us in neglecting the policy 
which those nations have adopted. We are 
glad, therefore, to find in the action of the 
President a determination to justify the poli- 
cy which has been adopted in reference to 
the negroes, and that, if the rebels of the 
South make unjust or cruel distinctions in 
deuling with the soldiers of the American 
army, every wrong aud injustice ‘will be 
visited upon them in the most unrelenting 
manner.

Baron Rornscuiiy’s reported declaration, 
that he considered the Confederate cause 
and the Confederate loan alike worthless, is 
haying ample confirmation.

ted under the authority of an unrecognized 
Confederacy, guided by # man already noto- 
rious as a repudiator. They could not trast 
that Jerrenson Davis would endeavor to 
atone for his course in regard to the Mi 
sippi debt of five millions of dollars, 
by emptying bis treasury to pay the 
hundreds of millions of the debt of the Con- 
federacy, Even upon the hypothesis of the 
success of the Confederacy ghey could 
ground no hopes, and expected repudiation 
asa matter of course, But, with the moral 
certainty of its failure, no terms the rebel 
financiers offered could be a temptation. 
The loan was abandoned to speculators, and 
became almost a disroputable speculation. 
Tt has now ceased to be even that, 

Already the recent victories have had 
their financial gffvct. Of such value to the 
national cause were they justly considered, 
that a perfect panic occurred among the 
holders of rebel bonds, Speculation ceased 
for the want of buyers ; holders would will- 
ingly have become sellers at almost apy 
sacrifice. Of course, a corresponding “re 
sult was the immediate advance of tho 
United States securities, Vicksburg and 
Gettysburg thus vindicate their own im. 
portance, It may suit the London Times to 
speak of the one victory aa a ‘gleam of 
succers," snd of the other as a “drawn 
battle,” but it docs not anit the peopl to 
believe these cool assertions.

A OAVALRY SKIRMISH, 
In the midst of such cogitations ao these, one tn 
often taken by surprise when the clarion notes of 


tho different bugles sound forth to the practised ear 
of the soldier “boots and saddle.”

Soon all 
wos hurrying to and fro; but shell dropping tm-

A line was goon formed, two squadrous of the éth

In the fall of 
That year Twent to New York and procured from 
Admiral Digby Meensea for the Bedford, Willinw 
Mooers, master. and I thivk the Iaouatry, Jobo 
‘Shadwiek, master. They loaded; the Bedford sailed 
ret, and arrived in Downs the 234 of Februnry, 
e'® © god went up to London, and there die 
played the United States flag for the first time,” 

We sre informed that the mercantile correapond- 
ence of tho late Gov. Jobn Hancock, written con- 
temporery with the event claimed for the sbip 
United States, arscrta that claim. The United 
Statea was a regular trader between Boston and 
London, and the event of ralslng tho ag may have 
travepired op a voyage previous to that which the 
Jog-book in our porsersion describes.
